The word “prosperity” has a dif- 
eee significance. for different 
‘people. To the factory employee it 
brings visions of a third-hand Ford, 
to the newly-rich it means a new Rolls 
Royce; to the college professor alone 
js the word meaningless. At all 
events, prosperity seems to be a de- 


sirable thing, although here is an-. 


- other difficulty, for the question of 
desirability is also a personal one. The 

- word has come to possess a highly 

bee meaning—the betterment! 
human welfare. cA \ 


How can this prosperity. be achiev- 
- ed? Man has always found himself 
choosing between two impelling de- 
- sires. The first is to increase the 
variety and quality of his posses- 
~ sions, the other is to escape as much 
physical effort as possible. In, this 
struggle ambition has usually scored 
over contentment. So long as the 
self-sufficing type of economy pre- 
_ vailed, prosperity, as we know it, was 
relatively absent. That was so be- 
__ eatise there were few goods produced. 
It was only with the gradual transi- 
tion to the specialized type of econ- 
omy that society could be said to have 
any considerable degree of pros- 
 perity. Under this form the people 
who are the producers are also the 
consumers, because any surplus of a 
- commodity will be exchanged for the 
. eorresponding surpluses of- the \va- 
rious other producing classes, How- 
“ever, all classes of producers exchang- 
ing equal supplies of goods are not 
- equally prosperous, because. different 
commodities are desired with vary- 
ing degrees of intensity by consum- 
_ers,. and. so have different values 
when offered in exchange. 
-- The problem of securing . full 
economic advantage from specialized 
_ production is. the problem of being 
~ able to find out what everybody is 
producing, and what everybody 
wants, and then adjusting the situa- 
tion so that the goods can be ex- 
changed to the general advantage. 
Increased general prosperioy is only 
rendered possible by increased sacri- 
fice of simplicity in the matter of 
_bringing producers and consumers 
together. Since we have made the 
_ discovery that prosperity multiplies 
itself in proportion as it is shared, 
_ the tendency is to share it increas- 
~ ingly. . 4 
- The possibility of an international 
fiscal policy is largely a matter of 
conjecture at the moment, but serious 
‘attempts in that direction may be 
made in the near future. .The in- 
ability of European countries to find 
markets for their goods has been 
_ guch a hindrance to their prosperity 
_ that the countries concerned have

ence at Geneva to consider the possi- 
bility of stabilizing trade relations. 
What concerns us immediately is that 
latively prosperous, while others re- 
‘sonfe individuals and industries are re- 
‘main in/a state bordering on utter 
collapse. We known that in recent 
years the automobile and radio manu- 
esc irers have prospered; that manu- 
facturers of agricultural implements 
ave found the going difficult, and 
that manufacturers of hair pins and 
hair nets have been almost compelled 
_, to join the bread line. The explana- 
“tion is to be found in the maladjust~ 
ment of supply and demand. .

but he made no suggestions for im- 
provement. Those responsible for the 
sets have made the best, I’m sure, of 
the limited means at their disposal, 
but the fact remains that the sets, 
especially that of the Junior play, de- 
tracted from the play themselves. 
Here is a suggestion for the dramatic 
executive: that a set be built for the 
year plays, after the type used by. 
Stuart Walker in his—“Portmanteau 
Theatre.” It is. an. exceedingly 
simple set of plain drops and arras 
curtains. Such a set has been used 
very successfully by Mr. Walker for 
many different “kinds of plays, all 
over the United States, including 
New York. It allows of infinite 
adaptation. It would be most ac- 
ceptable for all our year plays, be- 
cause, first, the plays could be judged 
much more easily, being on a more 
equal basis; second, more stress may 
be laid on’ dramatic interpretation, 
the good actor being able to exercise 
his talent without a mass of make- 
shift “props”; and third, a great deal 
of time, energy and money, hitherto 
spent on so-called sets would be 
saved. 


| .The time and money thus saved 
could be put to. much better use in 
providing a simple but efficient light- 
ing: system. The lighting for the 
Junior play was atrocious. Shadow- 
casting footlights should be abolish- 
ed, floods and spot-lights only being 
used. Dramatics in our University 
seem to need a thorough purging of 
messy and cumbersome stage detail. 
Simplicity and suggestion are the or- 
der of the day in up-to-date theatres.

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It is the usual thing to begin an 
expository article with a few etymo- 
logical’ remarks. This impresses the 
reader, who isn’t supposed to know 
anything of your preliminary prowl 
in. Webster’s Unabridged and the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica. By throw- 
ing your heaviest lump of erudition 
at him in the very beginning, you 
bring him to the right degree of re- 
ceptivity. 

And I mean to follow another con- 
vention: namely, I begin by criticis- 
ing my predecessors in their-handling 
of etymology of the word “trousers.” 
It is high time that someone wrote a 
serious and dependable article on this 
subject. 
hitherto given have been frivolous, 
if not fantastic. One writer thus 
explains the origin of the word: the 
first time, he says, that trousers were 
worn, there was obviously no name 
for them, especially in those days. of 
limited vocabulary., And so they re- 
mained nameless until one aged man 
cried out, ‘“‘These be strange things, I 
trow, sir!” The sound of the last 
two syllables pleased the crowd, who 
always dislike things without con- 
venient names, and the new garments 
were called trousers. 


Now this is.ridiculous. As modern 
research has definitely established, 
the name comes from two primitive 
Germanic words: “trow,’’ meaning 
true and faithful, and “ser,” meaning 
very. Thus the name itself is a hu- 
man testimony to this excellent and 
indispensable garment. Those early 
savages who gazed with critical eyes 
upon the first pair, mutely wonder- 
ing, little guessed how the crudely- 
tailored garment was-ultimately. to 
become a palladium of civilization. It 
was trousers that made us what we 
are. One can scarcely conceive of a 
mediaeval knight without his sword, 
yet there were ‘substitutes even for 
that. But there is no substitute for 
trousers. The comic strip which re- 
presents the forlorn hero wearing a 
barrel is a false representation of 
life. _ The barrel is not, and never 
will be, able to supplant the gar- 
ment in vogue. Its efficiency is pre- 
cluded by its extreme rigidity, and 
by the fact that it is imposs:' 
anyone wearing a barrel ever to look 
really dressy. Moreover, the barrel 
lacks tradition.. Mankind: in such 
matters is essentially conservative, 
and the most virulent would turn 
upon the advocate of the barrel as 
a tasteless innovator, as a subversive 
radical. 

Trousers, and tropsers alone, are 
indispensable. A man can go forth 
without his hat, and still be merely 
eccentric. He can dispense with a 
collar’ and tie—indeed, many men 
look far better without them.

Professor Potter says: ‘Such 
changes in language occur because 
of changes in habit and custom from 
one generation to another, and the 
particular word or phrase ‘that sur- 
vives does so according to the prin- 
ciple of “the survival of the fittest.” 
In speaking of the use of the objec- 
tive case in lieu of the nominative 
in “It is me,” Dr. Potter says that 
there are still many conservative 


iters and instructors who contend 
that the changes has not yet been 
made and think, if made at all, it will 
not be made for some time. 

That language is custom is the be- 
lief of Potter. Good writers deter- 
mine what is the best form; amateur 
writers use the works of great authors 
as a basis for what is correct, and in 
that way language is built up. He 
believes that the common populace, 
in the end, decides what forms of 
language shall be accepted, and that 
what is easiest to say generally be- 
comes the adopted form. — McGill]

UNDERGRAD. GOWNS 
TO APPEAR MONDAY 


Series Will Adopt Academic 
Dress at All Lectures—Class 
Strongly Behind Idea

Monday next will see the appear- 
ance of undergraduate academic dress 
in the halls of the. University as a 
result of the senior class’ decision to 
readopt the custom of wearing 
gowns to lectures. The action comes 
after careful consideration, and a 
series of meetings wherein the status 
of seniors in the University was thor- 
oughly aired. , 

The University regulations have 


always required undergraduates tog 


wear academic Seeks but the rule has 
not been enforced in recent years, 
chiefly because of the financial out- 
lay. The authorities have had noth- 
ing to do with the new move on the 
part of the seniors, although they 
have expressed their approval of the 
action. F 

The use of gowns by undergradu- 
ates has never been widespread in the 
western universities, although in the 
East and in Europe it is common. At 
Oxford, for istance, a student is 
not permitted to write final examina- 
tions unless properly clad in the auth- 
orized academic dress. ¢ 

It is interesting to note that at this 
time when reformers and sociologists 
all over America are descrying the 
college student and lamenting the 
flapperism and rowdyism in the uni- 
versities, the U. of A. is taking steps 
to establish more firmly the decorum 
and dignity properly associated with 
the idea of higher learning. 

One effect of the use of gowns 
will be -that senior students will be 
easily récognizable in the halls, This 
is in keeping with the idea of the 
class in their determination to be a 
forceful influence in the student gov- 
ernment of the University. The ab- 
sence of traditions and — ancient 
customs has been notable at U. of A., 
and it is hoped that this adoption of 
gowns by the seniors will be a step 
in the direciton of building up a body 
of traditional ideas which will-give a 
true university feeling at our Alma 
Mater.

‘AUTHORITY, HOUSE 
COMMITTEE DEFINED 


Students’ Court. and House Com- 
mittee in Working Agree- 
ment 


A meeting of the Students’ Court 
and House Committee was held after 
the last sitting of the Students’ Court 
and the question of the jurisdiction 
of the House Committee in dealing 
with offences committed in Residence 
was fully discussed. 

In the past the House Committee 
has dealt with offences arising out, of 
disorder in Residence, and it was re- 
‘cognized that the House Committee 
were in a particularly favorable posi- 
tion ‘to deal with this class ‘of of- 
fences. The point at issue was whe- 
ther the action of the House Com- 
mittee would be-.considered to have 
covered every phase of the crime. 

After a thorough discussién of the 
whole question it was decided that if 
the disorderly cdnduct arose out of a 
matter considered by the Students’ 
Court to be a major offence such as 
drunkenness, that the action in the 
House Committee would be followed 
by an action in the Students’ Court 
based on the major offence. The 
student would therefore be liable to 
House Committee discipline for dis- 
orderly conduct and to the Students’ 
Court: 

In connection with the action in 
the Students’ Court, the punishment 
inflicted by the House Committee 
will be considered in mitigation of 
the sentence imposed by the Students’ 
Court, but nevertheless a conviction 
will be registered in the Students’ 
Court if the student is found guilty.

AT SASKATOON 


The Student Christian Movement 
of the Western Universities held a 
very successful conference at the 
University of Saskatchewan, Saska- 
toon, during the Christmas vacation.
